IDDIES, I know about a bird that can sew. 
Shall I tell you about 
it?” asked daddy aa the children waited fur the evening story. 
‘‘Sew : uh, daddy!** cried EveJyn. 
“Yes. really. 
These birds are found chiefly in India and are 
called Tailor birds.’ 
They look like a lobster salad. 
Their bodies are olive 
rreen. their wings arc lined with white, and their heads are bright red. Their 
bill, which is long, straight and slender, is the needle this little warbler uses. 
“It constructs a very odd nest. To begin with, it selects a site, same as I 
would buy a piece of ground, only the tailor bird's home site is usually the 
•lender branch of a tree. and the higher up they can get the better. 
“Then, of course, the tailor birds must have thread. 
They couldn’t sew 
very well without, it. could they? 
So they pick up stray bits of ready made 
thread which some sewing woman has discarded, lf they can find them. 
“But sometimes stray bits of thread cannot be found, so they gather raw 
cotton and spin their own thread. 
Isnt that quite wonderful? 
"After securing the necessary thread the tailor birds pluck a leaf from the 
branch of a tree and sew that to a leaf which Is firmly attached to the slen­ 
der branch of the birdies' borne site. 
•The birds fit these leaves nicely together and then make little holes in 
each leaf, through which they draw the thread with their bills, much like a 
shoemaker sews a shoe. 
•The tailor birds sew these leaves together, all but the upper part, which 
they leave open to form a pouch. Into this pouch they put soft cotton or flax, 
lining the pouch very comfortably for the little birds that are expected to be 
hatched there. 
“Now you will ace bow wise these little birds are when they select very 
slender branches up very high in the trees. 
"When tho wind Mows these pretty cradles rock and sway in the breexe. 
which. I’m sure, must please the birdies very much lf they are at nil like little 
human babies. 
"But that is not really why they build their nest on the very slender 
bran rhea 
It is done to protect themselves from the monkeys. 
"You sec. there fire Iota of monkeys where these little birdies live. and 
they are pretty hungry moat of the time. sud lf the branches upon which 
those tailor birds build their homes were not very slender, why, the liv*t of 
those birds wouldn't last long enough to hatch out their youn*’*

was, by the 
nature of his public service, a pro­ 
duct o f war; that was due to 
the 
conditions In which he lived, but that 
he was "first in war" is not less true 
than that he was "first in peace.” 
Had his work fallen entirely in the 
constructive yoars of peace he would 
have been as great— perhaps a great­ 
er contributor to civilization. 
As the first man lo publicly enun­ 
ciate th© idea that preparedness for 
war is a safeguard of peace, W ash­ 
ington may be assigned to a place 
am ong the m ilitarists; having follow ­ 
ed war, that would be not unnatural, 
but in his day of em battled nations to 
su g g est war for war s 
sake would 
have been m ore typical of the so l­ 
dier than to urge arm am ent for 
the 
sake of peace. 
H is sword laid the foundation for 
a form of governm ent which nega­ 
tives war because, since the average 
citizens in m ass m ust do the fighting. 
a governm ent by 
citizens 
will not 
readily be drawn Into wars founded 
upon am bitions of leaders. 
Truth w as an essential character­ 
istic of W ashington; honor was his 
in the big way which enabled 
the 
fearless soldier to defy custom by de­ 
clining to en gage in duels. 
Born to the 
sword, 
W ashington 
was a man of peace.

W here a wall then was deco-1 
rated with a bison or reindeer por-j 
trayed with earth and grease, now a!

Milo stands. 
Reconstruct* Cast Customs 
W h eth er art is expressed in the! 
crude way of the cave dweller or in j 
the refined m anner of a Renaissance 
humanist it is of vast importance in 
the reconstruction of past civilize-j 
lions, lf value in this respect is more j 
appreciated today than a few gener­ 
ations ago when tile scope of history 
was less wide. As late as Freeman 
history was purely 
past 
politics. 
Saley saw in it only the rise and fall 
of states, and Carlyle thought it was 
just the biography of great men. To­ 
day, aa Voltaire has shown,history in­ 
cludes every aspect of the life of hu- 
Iinanity. It embraces both the politi­ 
c a l and the non-political sides of 
civilization. When the non-political 
aspects of civilization are chronicled 
an Important source of information , 
must be the works of art.

•and thought of former generations as 
written rn an user u pts or printed rec­ 
ords. 
Kxpmmed Ideal Side of Nature 
To pass to a second and closely 
related contribution of a rt to civi­ 
lization let us observe that it is the 
expression of the ideal side of the na­ 
ture of any people. 
This is true 
w hether in the field 
of 
painting, 
sculpture or architecture. For exam ­ 
ple, one of the greatest ideals of the 
Greeks was physical beauty. 
This 
ideal is expressed correctly by the 
great Greek sculptors. Myron gave us 
the “ Discus T h ro w er” and Phidias 
a statue of Athens. Another example 
m a y b e drawn from the period of the 
Renaissance. It is during this period 
th a t man once more found God re­ 
vealed in n a tu re and proclaimed that 
all hum an life, even the most com ­ 
monplace, could be saved.
